INTERMEDIATE 
SCHOOL 


The most obvious effect of Proposition 24 
will be the closing of the Intermediate School. 
As of September 1981 students will attend fifth 
grade in the elementary schools and will £0 to 
the Junior High School for grade six, 

One of the main reasons why the Intermediate 
will be closed is because of its inefficiency. 
It is an old building that requires a large 
amount of energy to maintain. When it was built 
as the Sharon High School in the early nineteen 
hundreds, heating costs were far below today's 
prices; therefore, insulation was not an import- 
ant factor at the times of its construction, As 
of now there are no plans to utilize the building 
for another purpose, 

Most of the teachers at the school will 
transfer to one of the town's three elementary 
Schools or to the junior high school. Since the 
Majority of these teachers has been teaching 
in Sharon for many years, they will not autom- 
atically lose their jobs. 

Realistically, the school must be closed 
because of its high maintenance cost. Emotion- 
ally, many people are sad to see a school asso- 
ciated with so many fond memories discontimued. 
it bridged the gap between the elementary grades 
to the junior hihg, and made the transition 
more gradual, It is a necessary evil in keeping 
down the costs of school without affecting the 
quality of education,

In the climactic clash between good 
and evil, he and Sternhagen do battle with 3 
hitmen sent by the owners’ henchman, played by 
Peter Boyle. Some very superb visual effects 
include Connery walking on top of the camp's 
green house, while being stalked by a hitman. 

"Outland", of course, has its share of blood 
(for the gore fans), which is tastefully handled. 
Nothing is too explicit. 

"Outland" is a western combined with the won—- 
ders of outer space. I recommend that you see 
it. It is a very enjoyable, well made movie, 
Something that seems very rare these days.

ROCK AND ROLL AT THE LOCAL LEVEL 
(WCOZ & WBCN'S ALBUMS) 


Rock and Roll in recent years has reached 
a new dimension. Many bands are springing 
up all over the country. Many of them are 
rockers worth listening to, but there are 
so many of them, only a few get recording 
contracts. All the others can only hope 
that a recording producer will see them play 
one night and offer a recording contract. 

But wait a minute! Along comes independent 
lables. More local bands than ever now have 
the ability to record their songs on singles 
and EPs (extended play). Now the public can 
hear local bands on the local stations. Still, 
a lot of bands don't have the money to record. 

But wait a minute! Along comes the local 
Rock and Roll radio stations. Since these 
stations play band's tapes and other forms 
available only to the stations, the public 
can't have their own records to buy. But these 
stations wanted the public to buy these local 
band's songs. Along comes "ICOZ's "Best of 
The Boston Beat, Volume One" in 1979. This 
year WCOZ has put out Volume Two and WBCN, 
with cooperation with Modern Method Records 
has just put out their own "Wicked Good Rock 
And Roll album. These two albums say just a- 
bout everything you wanted to know—about the 
local music scene. Essentially WCOZ plays 
mainstreme rock and their album reflects it 
100%. Every song on their album is a radio 
"top ten" for R and R stations. There is 
nothing wrong there except that there's noth- 
ing new about the music. All the band's in 
the album were in a contest to win a record- 
ing contract after becoming finalists with 
bands across America, (that's what these al- 
bums are for: to get record producers to re- 
cognize local bands). The Stompers with 
“Shutdown” has advanced to the finals of the 
contest. Other songs worth nothing on the 
album are The Smith Bros.'s "America," The 
Jon Butcher Axis’ "New Man," and Balloons’ 
"Political Vertigo." 

On the WBCN album, mainstreme rock and roll 
is nowhere to be found. Everything from the 
album's first and best cut, Partiche's "Psycho 
Blonde" (a rocking new wave song) to The Bird 
Songs of the Merozoic's “Pulse Piece" song, an 
all keyboard and piano song that is very strange. 
Some of the songs can be heard on WBCN from 
time to time (unlike 'COZ who plays all their 
songs over and over and over again). Compar- 
ed to WCOZ, WBCN does album experiments wit 
bands that have new songs and lyrics. This 
way local styles can be eoanered to each ot! 
Some of the songs on the album are really un- 
bearable, for example Bound and Gagged's (an 
all female band) "Personal Monsters” grates 
in your spine and the Loner's "Planat Spirit” 
gets on your nerves from the first note on. 
The best cuts are (besides “Psycho Blonde") 
are Pastiche's other song "This reminds me of 
the future", Boys Life's "I Wasn't Me™ and 
“Heroes of the Dead", The Outlets “3rd Floor 
for Me" and the Futrye Dad's "New Feeling” 

wcoz has ll different bands playing on 
their album while WBCN has 13 bands playing 
17 songs. 'BCN should have let others bancs 
get a chance to record their songs, then let 
some bands recard 2 songs and others only 1 
song. Both albums are excellent buys for a
